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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-11, filed April 17, 2008, with respect to 
claims 1-24 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1- 
24 has been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding independent claims 1, 12, 18, and 27, the prior art, as best 
exemplified by US 2002/01 18907 to Sugama et al. and by US 5,604,835 to Nakamura 
et al., taken individually or in combination fails to disclose or render obvious a patterned 
top cladding layer with at least one opening that exposes a curved section of a core 
channel to ambient air enabling a radius of curvature of the curved section to be smaller 
than when the top cladding layer covers the curved section. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
